This exhibit, which was planned and constructed under the supervision of Commissioner of Health Samuel G. 
Dixon, was shipped at the close of the Exposition to Philadelphia an£ will be erected at the Academy of Natural 
Sciences on Logan Square, where it will be open to the public for some time to come. 
Following it’s display in Philadelphia it will probably be taken to other large centers of population in the

13 Year Old Boy Fatally Shot. 


His gun •lipping front a log on which he 


ratted the butt, while holding bis hands 
over tbe muule, Clark P. Craumer, 13 
year old son of Justice of tbe Peace Z. E. 
Craumer, of Paradise township, beyond 
Abbottetown. was fatally wounded on 
Saturday at 2:30 p. m., when the discharge 
•battered his left fore arm and bis right 
hand. He died Saturday night at 9:30 
o'clock in the York hospital, where the 
left arm was amputated at the elbow. 
With his coat afire from having ignited 
from tbe explosion of the powder, the boy 
walked 3000 yards across a 20-stcre wheat 
field for assistance. The boy had gone iu 
quest of game against his father's wishes. 
With his father he was engaged in chop- 
ping corn, when at 1:30 p. in. he proposed 
they go gunning. Finishing the corn chop- 
ping the father joined other members of 
the family at butchering. The boy secur- 
ed the <un and went after game on the 
farm of Harry Jacobs There, while peer- 
ing into some brush, he rested the gun on 
a log, and it is thot the weight gave a 
slight motion to it and caused the but to 
slip off, the trigger striking the log as it 
did so. With his left arm below the elbow 
dangling from a few shreds the boy hast- 
ened to the home of Wesley Trimmer, 2 
miled from the Craumer home. Mrs 
Trimmer coming out of the house in an- 
swer to his calls for help and found him 
Standing in the yard with his ghastly 
wound and his coat afire. She smothered 
the fire in his clothing. Dr. Sttunbaugh, 
of Thomasville,-Dr. Hollinger and Dr. 
Miller, of Abbottstown, were summoned. 
They immediately decided on his removal 
to the York hospital for an operation. 
This was performed there immediately on 
his arrival, at 4 30 p. m. Mr. Craumer was 
taken to the Trimmer home where the in- 
jured boy told him the manner of the ac- 
cident. Two fingers and the palm of his 
right hand had been shot away. Besides 
bis parents he is survived by three broth- 
ers and three sisters, Walter Craunw-r, Ab- 
bottstown; Luther and Earnest, of Camp 
Meade; Mr. Bert Altland, near Thomas- 
ville, and Savoy and Sylvea, at home.

Some Interesting Data 


The local draft board has completed the 


task imposed upon it in preparing a tarn- 
mary of all the work done to date. Many 
interesting figures are shown a* a result 
of the totals obtained. Of the 2438 regis- 
trants in the county, 1492 have been call- 
ed for examination. From these 216 were 
accepted, and sent to Catnp Meade on the 
county's quota of 241. Sixty-eight failed 
to appear when called but most of them 
are in the regular service, 17 bad been 
transferred to other boards, 3 others art 
dead, and 1 was sick. Of the 1402 called, 
only 254 failed to pass the physical testa 
of the board but 13 of those sent to camp 
were rejected there Of all the registrants 
in the county 1336 were married, 1092 
single; 2405 native citizens, 2 naturalized 
citizens. 11 aliens, and 10 were aliens who 
had taken out their first papers. Of the 
men registered in the county 1020 were 
engaged 
in agricultural pursuits, 431 


were laborers, 201 were engaged in the 
building trades, 128 were in one or other 
of the professions, and 105 in domestic or 
uianuel service such as barbers, waiters, 
clerks, and BO, on. So far 625 farmers have 
been called and only 48 have been accept* 
ed, the others either having their claims 
allowed or still pending. 
Among the 


claims for exemption on the ground of 
having dependents are 668 who claimed 
they had a dependent wife, 38 dependent 
widowed mother, 37 infirm or aged pa- 
rent; 18 claimed exemption on ground of 
religious conviction against bearing arm?.

That many personi are now patting too 


much poatag* on their letter* it indicated 
by mail goinir through offices at various 
county towns. Patroni do not under- 
stand fully the provisions of the new law.

Pay Too Much Postage» 
That many persons are now putting too 
much postagA on their letters is indicated 
by mail going through offices at various 
county towns. 
Patrons do not under* 
stand fully the provisions of the new law. 
Letters mailed on a New Oxford rural 
route to persons in New Oxford or 6nan 
other New Oxford route require only two 
cents. 
Many letters unnacessarily now 
carry three cent* The three cent postage 
is required only where the letter is in- 
tended to be spnt to a post cilice other 
than that at which it is originally mailed 
For instance. 
Mail from a New Oxford 
route to East Berlin must hearthrep cents. 
Mail from East Berlin to Now Oxford 
must have three cent* postage. 
But mail 
from East Berlin route 1, to East Berlin 
route 2, needs only two cents, and so ou.
